NOT SO ARCTIC 

"Why is it that text books filled 
with derogatory misinformation about 
the north half of the Dominion should 
be authorized and used in seven prov- j 
inces of the Dominion?’’ is the ques¬ 
tion asked by Vilhjalmur Stefansson, 
Arctic explorer, in a recent address at 
Calgary. 

Reading from the text of a geo¬ 
graphy book, Mr. Stefansson, para¬ 
graph by paragraph, showed the fal¬ 
lacies it contained. “I am sure,” he 
declared, “that if the right pressure 
were brought to bear, true accounts 
of life in the north would be compiled j 
for the instruction of Canadian child -1 
ren,” 

According to the text book the j 
north is merely "a land of ice and 
snow,” but this is decidedly untrue, 
he said. There are some Eskimos 
who have spent their entire lives in 
huge forests and others reside on 
prairies. . Animal life abounds, for 
there a/e huge herds of reindeer. 

TKe sophistro that Eskimos live on 
an oil diet is preposterous, he declar¬ 
ed, for not even a dog could live long 
eating only oil. Nor do Eskimos cov¬ 
er their bodies and faces with oil to 
guard against the cold, for like other 
humans it is by means of well venti¬ 
lated clothing that they remain warm 
in the coldest of weather. 

The text books stated that “the 
jtemperature never rises above the 
freezing point.” This also was foolish 
Mr. Stefansson said, for in many sec- 
Mr. Stefansson said, for in many sec* 
tion. of the north very equable weath¬ 
er prevails. 
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KEEPING SUNDAY 


Ever since he became general sec¬ 
retary of the Lord’s Day Alliance, 
Rev. C. H. Huestis, D.D., has reveal¬ 
ed a moderation which commends 
itself to those who wish to see a sane 
Sunday in Canada in preference to 
either a Puritan Sabbath or what is 
known as the Continental Sunday. 
There has been discussion in Tor¬ 
onto as to the opening of the reading 
rooms of public libraries on Sunday 
and an impression was created that 
the Alliance was opposed to such a 
course. Dr. Huestis has hastened to 
make it known that while he does not 
speak for the Alliance as a whole, he 
its chief executive officer, believes 
that owning libraries to the public 
on Sunday would be in keeping with 
the character of the day. The Alli¬ 
ance, he says, takes the stand that 
Sunday is the day for “uplift’’ and 
to permit people to enter the libraries 
and read would certainly not conflict 
with that conception. He also points 
out that there are at present many 
Sunday diversions for less desirable 
It is not a question of moral regula¬ 
tion to his way of thinking, but 
simpTy _ that 'Sunday is a day to be 
devoted to the higher things of life, 
and Dr. Huestis includes literature 
among these. 

The day has obviously gone by 
when the Alliance can be regarded as 
an organization designed for the an¬ 
noyance of the public and when ap¬ 
parently its officials were trying to 
make Sunday a day of penitence. In 
Toronto, a great step forward was 
made when objections to opening the 
art gallery on Sunday were with¬ 
drawn and the next step should be a 
revision of the present regulations in 
order to permit Sunday orchestral 
concerts. 


SCHOOLS MID TREES 


There are many difficulties in the 
way of beautifying rural school 
groands by tree planting. One is the 
constant changing of teachers and 
School trustees, all with varying view 
points. Another is that school vaca¬ 
tion occurs at the very time when in 
the first three years of tree plant¬ 
ing, the trees require most attention 

Saskatchewan however, has made a 
determined effort to overcome these 
handicaps, and 1098 rural schools 
have applied for and started groves 
through the forestry department. 
The results have been most encour¬ 
aging, and already the majority of 
these schools are assuming a vastly 
different appearance. 

The average prairie school with its 
bare surroundings is not inspiring, 
and it can be realized that these bar¬ 
ren conditions must have on influ¬ 
ence on the impressionable minds of 
children. 

School grounds that icould be tree 
shaded and gracious in appearance 
might have far reaching effect on 
the children and the community. 


SUMMERFALLOW 


“Stubble crops burning up; sum- 
merfallow crops standing the heat and 
promise good yield.” From every 
part of the country come crop reports 
of this nature. 

It takes a dry spell to prove the 
value of the best farming methods. 
When a farmer stubbles in grain he is 
gambling on ideal conditions to bring 
it along to maturity; he knows that 
if there is a scarcity of moisture he 
will be the loser. Seeding grain on 
summerfallowed land invariably 
proves to be the right course. It is 
very rarely that summerfallowed land 
doesn’t yield a return in the driest 
years. This year it will be the sum¬ 
merfallowed land that will bring a 
good return to the farmer. Southern 
Alberta is prepared to be judged by 
its summerfallowed crops, year in and 
year out, dry and wet. Once in a 
while the stubbled in grain makes a 
sensational return, but only once in a 
while. 

This dry weather proves beyond ar¬ 
gument that scientific and proven 
farm methods pay.—I^thbridge Her¬ 
ald. 


DAME FASHION DICTATES 

In conversation with Mr. Galbraith 
a Bay City textile manufacturer, he 
spoke of the havoc wrought in his 
line of business by leaders of ultra 
modern fashion who every season 
make drastic innovations in feminine 
dress. With every change in fashion 
introduced, it meant for his establish¬ 
ment the outlay of much money to 
keep,abreast of the times. Ten years 
ago an ordinary dress required four 
or five yards of material now only 
half that amount is required. The 
recent style of stockingless girls is 
going to work further hardships for 
manufacturers of hosiery. From an 
asthetic point of view he was not op¬ 
posed to bare legs so long as they 
were shapely. What disturbed him 
was a lack of knowledge as to what 
Dame Fashion would dictate next 
year. We have short skirts, V necks, 
abbreviated evening gowns, stocking¬ 
less legs. What next? 


TEACHERS TROUBLES 


PUBLIC PARKS 


Alberta is embarking on a scheme 
of park development unique amon¬ 
gst the provinces. The Government 
in connection with the Town Plann¬ 
ing Commission, has purchased sev¬ 
eral sites for beautification. One of 
these is a 1? qere tract of land at Gull 
Lake which has a 550 foot frontage 
on the lake spreading fan wise. The 
idea is to develop the back lying 
portion of the beach as a public park 
and the front for bathing and swim¬ 
ming. Horace Seymour of the Town 
Planning Commission has already 
commenced plans for beautification. 
The scheme will be developed in time 
for next summer season. 

Another site is that of the Ghost 
River where the Calgary Power Co. 
has erected its dam. This is 35 or 40 
miles west -of Calgary and is consi¬ 
dered ideal. One area of this will be 
used as a public park and the other 
subdivided for long term leases to 
private individuals. 

Other sites for future enterprise 
hhve been chosen, but are not yet rea¬ 
dy for announcement. 


Among the women living along the 
shores of the Bay of Funday and the 
Annapolis Basin there is being de¬ 
veloped a handicraft industry which 
is making steady progress. Under the 
direction of Mrs. W. C. MacPherson, 
51 women are engaged in the Gran¬ 
ville Fireside Industry, making hook¬ 
ed rugs out of fine wools. 


POLITENESS TO YOUNG 

It has been suggested that the rea¬ 
son why children are not polite to 
parents, is that parents are often not 
polite to children. 

Most parents, though very polite 
to outsiders, are apt to be very auto¬ 
cratic with children. They would not 
say, “shut that door, Mrs. Smith’’ or 
“that will do, Mrs Jones, not another 
word from you” or “put that plate 
down instantly, Mr. Brown.” They 
would manage to convey their de¬ 
sires in much diplomatic manner. 

Y'et even the best parents are per¬ 
emptory and stern-toned with child¬ 
ren. It is the approved method of get¬ 
ting results. 

It would be interesting to note how 
children might re act if treated with 
the same courtesy as any visitor.They 
might respond with equal courtesy 
and politeness. And on the other 
hand they might not. 


A rural school teacher has men¬ 
tioned one difficulty existing in rur¬ 
al schools, which may have as much 
to do as anything with the steady 
drift townward. He said though the 
country pedagogue might have only 
fifteen or twenty pupils, yet these 
pupils are likely to be scattered 
through every grade from one to ten. 
This involves an immense amount of 
outside study. The pupils have to 
take regular examinations and the 
prepartion goes into the teaching of 
one pupil as half a dozen. To arrange 
a schedule which will give sufficient 
time to each class is well nigh im¬ 
possible, and the ambitious teacher is 
bourrd to be dissatisfied with the 
sketchy nature of his work. 

When one considers this handicap 
the labor of the rural teacher takes 
on mammoth proportions, and one 
can only wonder at the successful re¬ 
sults obtained. 

■On the other hand, the children re¬ 
ceiving education in rural schools are 
thrown very much on their own re¬ 
sources. They must work out many 
of their own problems without spoon 
of independent effort and when they 
reach secondary schools, as a rule 
they make a splendid showing. 

The rural teacher, hard driven 
though he may be, lays very Solid 
foundation stones for future pro¬ 
gress, and the necessarily complicat¬ 
ed nature of his work sh^ild receive 
recognition.

We have an example 
in Royalite No. 4, which came in with 
a production of about 250 barrels ap¬ 
proximately five years ago and has 
constantly increased its flow to a pres 
ent average of about 600 barrels daily 
The gas pressure also increases with 
time. 

In Home No. 1 we have a similar ex 
ample. Each month its production is 
increasing. So far as scientific know¬ 
ledge allows us to form- an opinion, 
we can expect these big Turner Val¬ 
ley wells to flow for a longer period 
than the average human’s life. The 
development of Turner Valley and oil 
development in general in Alberta and 
Saskatchewan is only in its infancy. 
There is no doubt that other great 
fields like Turner Valley will be dis¬ 
covered in the Foothills country or on 
the open prairies. 

There is not a shadow of a doubt in 
the minds of men who have made a 
study of oil formations that great 
fields of crude oil will be developed 
and that a great oil industry will in 
time he established in Canada, suffic¬ 
ient to supply not only our own re¬ 
quirements hut for exportation to oth 
er countries. This will bring more 
revenue to Canada than our wheat 
fields or our present developed miner¬ 
al resources. 

It is very important that we devel¬ 
op our petroleum resources. One can 
say that everyone today is using, ei¬ 
ther directly or indirectly, crude oil 
and gasoline. It can be reasonably 
estimated that this year Canadian peo 
pie will send $65,000,000 to other coun 
tries for petroleum needs, creating 
wealth and employment and helping 
foreign prosperity and industry. 

The development of Turner Valley 
and other Canadian oil fields is a na¬ 
tional undertaking. It will not be 
long before we should he producing 
sufficient oil to supply our own do¬ 
mestic requirements, which in a few 
years’ time can be reasonably estima¬ 
ted at $100,000,000 yearly. As we de¬ 
velop our own petroleum supply, oil 
will be used for many purposes for 
which we are now using coal, so an 
estimate of $100,000,000 a year is not 
too large a figure. 


WESTERN INDUSTRIES 

In a general way the West is main¬ 
taining a satisfactory business level 
with such changes as are readily un¬ 
derstandable in early summer months 
Some complaints are shown in rela- 
.ion to volume of retail trade, but 
this is not sufficiently marked to be 
considered as reflecting any prospects 
of a depression. As a matter of fact 
Western development is extraordin¬ 
arily active and does not look for any 
diminution, more especially in con¬ 
struction work and the influx of capi¬ 
tal in the opening up of mineral areas 
gas and oil fields and other resources 
in which an enlarging interest is be¬ 
ing maintained. 

The agricultural situation is deem¬ 
ed to be good with bright crop pros¬ 
pects and increasing production in 
butter, milk am|. cream, and a very 
active situation among the egg ami 
poultry pools to take care of produc¬ 
tion and sale of these products. There 
are some new creameries in all the 
provinces this season and this indus¬ 
try appears to have an assured future 
The sugar beet industry in Southern 
Alberta has an increased acreage and 
there are prospects of additional de¬ 
velopment in this relation. 

Power construction work is ndW ac¬ 
tively carried on at Seven Sisters 
F'alls and Slave F'alls, Manitoba, with 
prospects for development of the 
White Mud Falls in the North. Island 
F'alls in Saskatchewan is being devel¬ 
oped to take care of the Flinn F'lon 
mining area 'and Ghost F'alls in Al¬ 
berta is being brought into^iine to 
take care of the expanding demand in 
the Southern Alberta field. In British 
Columbia at BonningtonUF'alls and 
Bridge River very important work is 
being carried out and large projects 
arc likely to be soon oi^ the active 
program for Vancouver Island at 
Campbell River. The demand for pow¬ 
er is increasing rapidly and it would 
appear that the production, which 
will be almost doubled in the next 
few years, will find a ready market. 

Manufacturing plants are coming in 
increasing nunfbers into the West, 
several of which are important as 
showing that a field has opened up

Progress'is the watch word of the 
oil fields. Every day sees advance 
in* drilling and constantly new wells 
are being spudded in. 

Three new wells are being spudd¬ 
ed in this week. A. P. Consolidated 
No. 2, situated near the first well is 
one of these. Calmont No. 5 located 
in the north end of the valley, north¬ 
west of Foothills No. 1, has been 
started. The, new Invaders well in the 
north end of the valley, will spud in 
the latter part of the week. 

The Calmont wells * are all pro¬ 
gressing, with Calmont No. 1 down 
I 551JJ feet; No. 2 is being drilled with 
j Rotary near Home No, 1, and is 
I down f570 feet. No. 1 is cemented at 
400 feet and will be drilling out the 
cement in a few days. 

Home No. '3 has been standing at 
5033 feet and ten feet in the lime, 
waiting on the diamond drill from 
Home no.2. The rods have been run 
in his week and work will now pro¬ 
ceed on Home No. 3. The derrick is 
| up for Home 5 and it will (ye spudd- j 
ed in shortly. 

The Highwood well on the struc¬ 
ture W’est of Turner \ alley is down I 
4418 feet and about 137 feet in the 
lime. It is "expected that this ,well 
will have to go deeper in the lime 
than the usual wells in Turner Val- j 
ley, in order to get production. The I 
field in this area is as yet unprov¬ 
en and this well is being watched I 
with greatest interest. If it should 
bring in naphtha* or crude, it would \ 
mean the opening of an entirely new I 
oil area. 

The Foothills No. 2 Is drilling 
steadily w’ith no marked increase in 
gas flow*. At the last depth it was j 
200 feet in the lime. 


WAINWRIGHT FIRE 

A most disastrous fire swept the 
town of Wainwright on Saturday 
morning at five a. m. Ovfer four 
blocks of business buildings were de¬ 
stroyed. The—fire originated in a 
chicken coop at the edge of town and 
were forced by a terrific gale to the 
Atlas Lumber yard nearby. The yard 
was soon ablaze and spread to the 
skating rink, before the 'townspeople 
realized the horror. It is estimated 
that 70 business houses were destroy- 
duding all hotels, departmenta' 
stores, bunk, municipal offices, ga¬ 
rages and others. The only building 
left stiyjfflrtg are the customs house, 
machine shop, lumber company and 
one cafe. - 

The residential district was saved. 
Edmonton rushed 20Q0 feet of hose 
and all manner of Supplies to the 
stricken town. Hut the raging wind 
had done the damage. The damage 

exceeds $1,000,000. 

Rebuilding in a temporary way 
commenced on Monday morning. 

RED TERROR 

Following the burning of twelve 
school houses on the Manitoba-Sask- 
atchewan border, an appeal for pro¬ 
tection has been sent to the Minister 
of the Interior. Other schools are un¬ 
der armed guard. 

The sons of Freedom have been 
making great .demonstrations in the 
affected districts. There is a very 
large Doukhobor settlement in the 
district, and leaders of the Sons of 
Freedom have refused to send their 
children to school. 

Some of their posters read. “This 
ground is the gift of God. It can 
neither be bought nor sold, because 
the Kingdom of God is here. Be kind 
to animals by not eating them” 


HISTORIC SITES 

The Department of the Interior, 
has taken on the work of perpetuat¬ 
ing and marking historic sites of 
Canada. This work commenced in 19. 
19 and 125 sites have been marked 
by monuments or cairns. 

Other sites are being acquired 
from time to time, and many spots 
of historic significance are to be com 
memorated. Amongst the more re¬ 
cent chosen are: the first coal mine 
in Cape Breton. (1720); Chambly 
Road;' the fir^t road to be built in 
New France (1665); Quebec Semin¬ 
ary, the oldest educational site in 
Canada (1663); Quesnel, II. C., to 
commemorate in 1865 the begining of 
the overland telegraph line by way 
of Alaska and Siberia: Fort Prince of 
Wales, Churchill, Manitoba, the most 
northerly fort in America, built by 
the Hudson’s Bay in 1733. 

Magistrate Alice Jamieson of Cal¬ 
gary, has found that suspended sen¬ 
tences for shoftlifters are ineffective, 
and has beJn handing out stiffer sen¬ 
tences. 

Premier Ferguson of Ontario, is 
investigating the complaints of Anier 
iean tourists that they are being dis¬ 
criminated against by petty officials 
along the Ontario highways. The De¬ 
troit Automobile Club brought things 
to a head by threatening to warn tour 
ists against using Ontario hifehwayp. 

It is time that an investigation took 
place. It might easily be that lesser 
officials would exercise a petty tyran¬ 
ny over strangers ignorant of minor 
laws, and could make motor travel 
unpleasant, by too great zeal. Some 
officials are that way. 

’ The loss of American Tourist trade 
would*leave quite a hole in Ontario 
revenue and officials too short sighted 
to-treat visitors with courtesy, should 
be checked up severely.

Another week of hot dry weather, 
accompanied by a heavy wind on Fri¬

which will lie even better with an inch 
of rain in the next week.

RADIO 

Did Kinglake actually hear in the 
desert of Arabia the bells of his na¬ 
tive church in England calling men 
to prayer? He knew many things, 
did Kinglake, but he did not know as 
much as we do now. He had pre¬ 
science but it did not take in radio. 
He foresaw in 1843 that Britain 
would plant her feet firmly upon 
Egypt to protect her precious India. 
This foreknowledge Mr. Harold Spen¬ 
der regards as evidence of an excep¬ 
tionally fine intellect and shrewd po¬ 
litical foresight. Kinglake’s manner 
of stating his knowledge—it was not 
an opinion—is impressive. He is re¬ 
viewing the dynasties and conquer¬ 
ors, the battles and pestilence, upon 
which the Sphinx has kept watch, 
and reflects: 

“And we, we shall die, and Islam 
shall wither away, and the English¬ 
man, leaning far over to hold his lov¬ 
ed India, will plant a firm foot on the 
banks of the Nile, and sit in the seats 
of the faithful, and still that sleepless 
rock will be watching the works of 
the new busy race, with those same, 
•sad earnest eyes, and the same tran¬ 
quil mien everlasting.” 

It remained for an Oriental to bring 
about the fulfilment of this oriental 
prophecy. Disraeli was an Oriental 
if there ever was one, and Kinglake, 
though born in England, had the or¬ 
iental mind and the oriental imagina¬ 
tion. 

One who reads Kinglake’s “Eothen’’ 
is likely to believe that Col. T. E. 
Lawrence has done the same. This is 
not to say that Lawrence “lifted” any 
thing from Kinglake. There is a 
marked similarity between the two 
men. They were wandering through 
the same lonely but enchanted coun¬ 
try, one eighty years after the other. 
There has been little change in the 
conditions. The Arab is to-day what 
he was then. The sun beats just as 
fiercely now. Lawrence says “the 
heat came down upon the desert like 
a drawn sword.” Kinglake said “you 
know where he (the sun) strides over¬ 
head by the touch of his flaming 
sword.” Kinglake gets impatient 
with his escort and goes off alone into 
the vast spaces without food or water. 
Lawrence acted much the same way 
more than once (“Revolt in the Des¬ 
ert”) There is something about the 
desert that makes one “get that 
way." There is something about 
travelling that makes one truculent 
towards one’s dearest and most faith¬ 
ful companion. Kinglake admits that 
he was very annoyed with his travel¬ 
ling companion, Methley, because 
Methley took kick I A travelling com¬ 


panion has no right to indulge in the 
luxury of illness. It delays the par¬ 
ade and is very annoying. 

But about those bells. He fell 
asleep on his camel, an uncomfortable 
sleep under a burning sky and over 
burning .sand. A risky sort of sleep 
one would think. How long he slept 
he does not know bu he was awaken¬ 
ed by the bells, his native bells, the 
innocent bells of Marlen that never 
before sent forth their music beyond 
the Blaygon hills. He drew aside the 
silk that covered his eyes and plung¬ 
ed his bare face into the light. But 
still those old Marlen bells rang on, 
“not ringing for joy*, but properly, 
prosily, steadily, merrily, ringing for 
church.’* I wish he had stated that 
the rest of his party had heard them 
too. But he doqgn’t say that. He 
nearly though. He did not know how 
long they rang, for neither he nor any 
of his party “had a watch by which 
to measure the time of its lasting.” 
This is all the evidence I want that 
they heard it. Wireless in 1843—rad¬ 
io without static. He attributed it to 
the effect of the great heat of the sun, 
the perfect dryness of the clear air 
through which he moved, and the deep 
stillness of all around him, occasion¬ 
ing a great tension and consequent 
susceptibility of the hearing organs. 
Looking over his journal after re¬ 
turning to England, he found that it 
happened on a Sunday and at a mo¬ 
ment when the church bells of Mar¬ 
len were actually “calling the prim 
congregation to morning prayer.” He 
learned afterwards that such sounds 
have been heard at sea and that “the 
sailor becalmed under a vertical sun 
in the midst of the wide ocean has 
listened in trembling wonder to the 
chime of his own village bells.” He 
could not hope that it was anything 
other than an allusion. But was it? 
The medium that carries sounds to us 
for thousands of miles was not invent 
ed by man. It was there all the time 
struggling to make itself known, and 
sometimes almost succeeding. All 
that was lacking was someone to take 
the hint. Nature has a hard time of 
it disclosing her manifold and help¬ 
ful powers to stupid man. We think 
we ar^ smart. She must think us a 
parcel of dunces.

He re¬ 
turned to a house in the Watts dis¬ 
trict and as a result two small child¬ 
ren in the.hou.se contracted the dis¬ 
ease. One boy in the hospital became 
'inflicted with measles also. 

There can be no doubt that an iso¬ 
lation hospital, even if only one ward 
is an urgent necessity for this com¬ 
munity We fully realize the difficul¬ 
ty has been met in securing other 
.enterprises, like, for-instance, a gov¬ 
ernment liquor-store, in this com¬ 
munity. Intelligent co-operation of 
the various municipalities of this dis¬ 
trict and the municipal hospital hoard 
should result in a satisfactory settle¬ 
ment of this vexatious problem. It 
can never be settled by taking refuge 
in Cain's equivocal answer of “Am I 
my brother’s keeper?"

RADIO BEACONS 

Four beacon stations will be estab 
lished in connection with the Winni¬ 
peg to Ranff air mail route. These 
will he at Brandon, Regina, Maple 
Creek and Calgary. There will be 
weather report radio stations also in 
connection. 

The radio bealcons which will tower 
from 90 to 100 feet in the air, will be 
located some distance from the land¬ 
ing fields. 

They will be stations about 150 or 
more miles apart and will direct the 
planes along a radio line. 

Once every hour the radio beacon 
will switch over in radio conversation 
and the pilot will be informed of the 
weather conditions over the route he 
intends to fly.

WANTED 


BAD OLD DAYS 


We plug along quietly from day to j 
day, thinking we live in a tame, well j 
policed, highly civilized country. The 
following article published in the re¬ 
cent News of the World, a very wide¬ 
ly circulated Old Country paper, is a 
“hot” story of the present Alberta 
conditions and civilization. It is not 
a flattering picture. 

Only in scattered districts where 
there may have been local showers 
will there he any wheat crop worth 
harvesting. To add to the troubles of 
British settlers a number of Russians 
Galicians, and other migrants from 
Eastern Europe have recently swarm 
ed over the western portions of Can¬ 
ada. They Have been encouragd by 
the Dominion- authorities, who, it is 
alleged, have not exercised, due care 
in their selection, with the result that 
many districts are becoming unfit for 
decent Britishers to reside in. Com¬ 
plaint is made that the authorities 
do not trouble to inquire into the 
character of these people, so long as 
they can prove that they have finan¬ 
cial , resources sufficient to take up 
holdings. There is a large settlement 
of these undesirables around the 
town of Segreville, (Vegreville), 
which was until recently a prosper¬ 
ous community of English-speaking 
yeomen, hut which is rapidly degen- 
eratiing into a hotbed of vice and 
lawlessness such 
the mining camps of other settle¬ 
ments during the hectic days of gold 
rushes some fifty years ago. Gamb¬ 
ling hells, gin palaces, and dancing 
saloons have made Segreville and 
other towns the haunt of every grade 
of alien rascal in search of “good 
time and easy money” Cunning frauds 
by “real estate” tricksters have re¬ 
sulted in scores of settleTs being 
cheated in the purchase of farms. Il¬ 
licit stills remain unchecked, and 
commercial morality in these dis¬ 
tricts has^almost reached a vanish¬ 
ing point. Canadian police are too 
busy to bother much about such mat¬ 
ters, as-- the y are fully occupied in 
dealing with serious crimes of vio¬ 
lence and outrage tlpit have occurred 
since the influx from Eastern, Eur¬ 
ope. Indeed, matters have reached a 
point, when the police have been glad 
of the aid of a number of Canadian 
ex-service men, who settled in the 
■area immediately after the war, and 
have recently handed together to put 
down the worst forms of violent crime 
and so afford mutual protection 
against the criminal propensities of 
these alien ruffians. Former members 
of . that famous corps—the Alberta 
Dragoons—have recently tracked 

down oneof the worst gangs of Galic¬ 
ian horse thieves and treated them to 
that rough-and-ready justice which, it 
is hoped, will have convirtced them of 
the error of their ways, as they fled in 
terror across the open country after 
Icing stripped and flogged by the an- 
gy troopers.
